Selma, Ala., June 1.—(Special.)\—The Mo- 
bile and Birmingham railroad extending 
from Selma to Mobile, 165 miles, today 
passed into the hands of the Southern rall- 
way, under a ninety-wime year lease. The 
road will be made a part of the Anniston 
division with headquarters tn Selma. The 
division officials will go over the road to- 
morrow with General Superintendent J. H. 
Barrett and of Mainte- 
nance W. H. Peddle, who are expected to 
reach the city from Washington during the 
night and details will be arranged.

‘of the Mobile and Birmingham, has been 
appointed division freight of the 
Southern with jurisdiction from Rome to 
Mobile, Selma to Meridian, Selma to Akron 
and Selma to Birmingham.

EXPLOSION IN ALABAMA MINE.

Foraker Pleads for Peace. 

Senator Foraker said there were very 
many things for republicans to talk about 
just now and to think about and to act on 
wisely and he commended the speech of 
Mr. Kerr as the true keynote for them. He 
joined in the plea for peace. The great duty 
of Ohio republicans was to get together. 
United they were invincible, and divided 
they were beaten in advance. They needed 
not only a good platform but also a stand- 
ard bearer who was the very strongest 
man, no matter what was his name or his 
past affiliations in the party. There has 
not been in the present generation such an 
important glection in Ohio, none ever 
more easy for republicans to carry, and 
yet never one they could more easily lose.

Sion of the second. day's meeting of the 
Ohio Valley League of Bimetallie Clubs 
convened at Macf&uley’s theater today al- 
most every delegate was in his seat.

Savannah, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)—Several 
of the banks of Savannah are preparing 
to reduce their capital stock as a step in 
the direction of economy. In a few days 
the Savannah Bank and Trust Company 
will hold a meeting for that purpose. Ap- 
plication will be to the secretary of state 
for a charter amendment which will per- 
mit this reduction. Its present capital is 
$350,000, and the probability is it will be re- 
duced’ to $200,000. The Southern bank and 
the National Bank of Savannah have al- 
ready taken this step and the Merchants’ 
National bank is contemplating doing the 
Same thing at an early date. The cause of 
the desire for reduced capital stocks seems 
to be the increased taxation a large stock 
entalls upon a bank. A bank with a small 
capital stock can do as much business al- 
most as one with a larger stock and do it 
cheaper. A bank with small! stock can bor- 
row from the east all the currency re- 
quired to tide it over certain periods and 
does not have to pay such heavy taxes for 
its use. 

A bank official said today that he knew 
of one banking house in Savannah where 
the ‘taxes for 1899 were but $39 below the 
Salary list. This is a clear indication that 
the taxes, both city and state, are too high, 
he stated, and there should be relief from 
some point. 

Ask Tax Exemption. 

The Savannah city hospital and the Tel- 
fair hospital of this city have made applli- 
cation to council for relief from street 
Paving assessments and city taxation, on 
the ground that they are charitable insti- 
tutions. A similar petition from the Sdvan- 
nah Female Orphan asylum was passed 
upon favorably, but the chances are, from 
what Mayor Myers said today, that these 
institutions will have to pony up the iat. 
The Telfair hospital, Mayor Myers said, is 
not altogether a charitable institution, but 
receives pay from its patients. There ig no 
reason, therefore, he says, why it should 
be exempt from taxation. This institution 
was endowed by Miss Mary Telfair, who 
left a large fortune to such charities. 

As to the Savannah hospital, to which the 
city and county contribute large sums an- 
nually, Mayor Myers says it is a close «dy- 
poration, in the management of which 
neither the city nor the county has any 
voice. He believes it should be made to pay 
the taxes and street assessments, too, and 
he will take this position before council. 
This hospital does some charity business, 
but it is practically in the control of a 
private corporation. Mayor Myers is in fa- 
vor of the county and city building a hos- 
pital wifich they can control, and diverting 
to it the fund which is now given the Sa- 
vannah hospital, amounting to about $6,000 
or more annually. 

Lost His Pocketbook. 

M. W. Kocher, a Hamburg, Germany,

“Whereas, Under the charter of the 
Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf Railway 
Company it must complete fifteen miles 
of road by the 9th day of August, 1899, 
which requirement it is, by the exercise 
of the greatest diligence, seeking to comply 
with, be it, therefore, 

“Resolved, That we, as citizens of Thomas 
county, without the slightest intention of 
interfering by word or act, or suggestion 
to the courts having jurisdiction of said 
litigation, but as citizens vitally interested 
in the development of our section of the 
State, do hereby respectfully pray that the 
courts™having saiq causes now under in- 
vestigation give the same a speedy hearing 
and that owing to the time Iimit referred 
to In the charter that tn the event of future 
applications for injunction against this 
county, the courts exercise great caution 
in granting restraining orders until the 
Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf Railway Com- 
pany is heard.”

Piomise To Aid Officers in Bringing 
Criminals to Justice. 

Perry, Ga., June 1.—Special.)—At the 
courthouse Tuesday, a committee of colored 
men of our county, to-wit, G. W. Hum- 
phries, J. T. Noble (who is chairman of the 
county republican committee), J. B. Jack- 
son, Alf Smith and Charles Ross, met and 
read resolutions adopted by 150 of the best 
element in our county of this race, in which 
they condemn the many acts of crime com- 
mitted by their race and pledge themselves 
to aid the authorities in apprehending and 
bringing to justice all violators of the law.

Bartow County Man Escaped One Pri- 
son for Another. 


COURT DECIDES IN HIS FAVOR

He Now Occupies a Cell in the Fulton 
Ccunty Jail Charged with 
Burglary. 


The supreme court yesterday reversed 
the decision of the lower court of Bartow 
county in one of the most unique cases 
ever appealed from that court. The plaint- 
iff in error was Fred Craig, who was tried 
convicted sentenced. last . February 
on the charge of selling whisky without 
license. Upon conviction the county com- 
missioners of Bartow directed that Craig 
be taken at once to the penitentiary and 
he was sent to the penitentiary camp at 
Donaldsonville. Three weeks ago Craig es- 
caped from his guards at Donaldsonville 
and as the search for him proved futile, 
his whereabouts. were not discovered until 
a few days since. 

While Craig was at large his case, which 
had been appeated to the supreme court, 
was reached on the docket and the court 
issued-an order that unless the plaintiff 
in error did not turn up in sixty days, 
and if it was not shown by his attorney 
that he was in custody, his case would be 
dismised. This would have amounted to 
sustaining the decision of the lower court. 

The first of the week J. B. Convers, of 
Cartersville, Craig’s attorney, appeared 
before the court with the announcement 
that he had discovered his client; that he 
was at that moment resting at ease be- 
hind the bars in Fulton county jail charz- 
ed with burglary and going by the name 
of Jim Douglas. The attorney told the 
story of his client; how He had, after 
escaping from Donaldsonville in south 
Georgia, determined to walk all the way 
back- to Cartersville, in north Georgia. 
Craig declares he is no burglar; that upon 
reaching Atlanta he stopped to rest near 
the Exposition Cotton mills in a school- 
house; that he woke from his involuntary 
nap at dark and coming out of the house 
found some white men at the door, who 
arrested him on the charge of burglary. 

He gave the name of Jim Douglas, think- 
ing that no charge would be brought 
against him in Fulton county, but he 
was soon consigned to the Tower, where 
he is to remain and stand trial on the 
serious charge of burglary.

Depot Committees ef Council Te Meet 
This Afternoon. 


CONFER WITH ROADS AND CITY 


Future of Depot Movement Depends 
Largely on City Council. 


ORDINANCE COMMITTEE ALSO TO MEET 


Will Take Up Alderman Mayson’s Or- 
dinance Governing the Grade 
Crossings in Center of City. 


There will be two 
meetings at the city hall this afternoon. 
The special depot committee will again at- 
tempt to solve the new depot problem, and 
the ordinance committee 
ordinance of Alderman Mayson regulating 
the ‘switching of freight cars over cen- 
tral crossings.

ELECTRICITY AS LIGHTING AGENCY 
FIRST. DISCOVERED BY ATLANTIAN 


DR. 


1899, is the anniversary 


deep significance 


Today, June 2d, 
of a day fraught with 
to the scientific world. On June 2, 1857, the 
Statement was first made that electricity, 
then a force the possibilities of which were 
but remotely realized, might some day be 
used as a motive and an illumina- 
ting agency. 

The day has an especial significance to 
Atlanta in that it was in: this city that 
thes statement was first made and the 
first public test took place. 

In these days of innumerable electric 
lights glittering from every street corner, 
of electric car lines spreading their capill- 
ary systems from one end of the city to 
another and even connecting suburban 
tcwns, of dynamos that supply the power 
for scores of giant machines night and day, 
o: electric fans that convert the sweltering 
atmosphere of summer into refreshing 
breezes, amid to multitudinous other lesser 
appliances that have come to be looked 
tpon as necessities it is rather remarkable 
that few Atlantians know that Atlanta was 
the home of the prophet who predicted the 
peesibility that electricity would be the 
means of all this. 

On June 1, 1857, ,Dr. Alexander Means 
one of Atlanta’s most distinguished phys- 
ic‘ans, who was at that time professor o 
chemistry in the Atlanta Medical college, 
gave a lecture at the old city hall, which 
at that time stood on the spot now occu- 
pied by the state capitol, on electricity. 
During the course of his lecture he made 
the statement that, “light was but the 
phenomena of electricity, and invited his 
audience to his laboratory at the medical 
college to witness a demonstration of nis 


force 


assertion, 

The statement was received by the au- 
dience with skepticism, and the doctor was 
regarded as an enthusiast, to put it mildly, 
and as a crank, in the ordinary phraseology 
of the present day. 

Notwithstanding the incredulity of the 
audience, quite a number of those present 
were sufficiently interested in the state- 
ment to accept Dr. Means’s invitation to 
Among 
those present in /|Atianta are: Colonel 
George W. Adair, Green T. Dodd, C. W. 
Hunnicutt and Dr. A. G. Thomas. All re- 
member the experiment well. 

The doctor’s room was darkened to simu- 
late night as nearly as possible. Over the 
table in front of his desk was suspended 
a large glass globe in which was a iarge 
piece of charcoal, to which wires were 
brought from an electrical machine near 
the lecturer. As 200n as the electric.cur- 
rents were turned on the carbon began to 
g<low and finaliy reached a white heat, 
emitting a white light of dazgzaing bril- 
liancy. This, it is claimed, was the first 
electric light ever produced in America— 
probably in the world. 

The foregoing statement is in no 
apochryphal, but on the contrary is sup- 
ported by positive and conclusive evidence 
of men who would have no motive in 
speaking’ other than the truth. Strange to 
say, however, Dr. Means has never been 
given credit for his discovery. The ap- 
Plication of electricity as a means for 
lighting purposes has been popularly ac- 
Credited to Edison, but Dr. Means’s 
covery antedated that of the eminent elec- 
triclan many years. Huwever, he never 
pushed his investigations to the point of 
practical applicability and the honor and 
glory of the discovery was left for an- 
other to reap. 

Dr. Henry J), ‘Capers, of Cleveland. 
White county, who was at the time of the 
demonstration assistant demonsirator of 
anatomy, Was one of the witnesses of the 
experiment. -Dr. Capers is at present in 
the city. He came to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of presenting to the Atlanta Medical 
coilege-a portrait of Dr. Means. This por- 
trait is an excellent likeness of the dis- 
tinguished physician and scientist. It {s 
a steel engraving and was taken from the 
Smithsonian institution when Dr. Means 
was made a member. of the American 
Scientific Society. The presentation will 
take place today and an® appropriate ad- 
dress will be delivered by Dr. Capers. 
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Dr. Capers is an enthusiastic admirer 
of the late Dr. Means. It was he who fixed 
the exact date of the demonstration after 
no little difficulty. In speaking of Dr. Means 
and his discovery he makes an interesting 
Statement. 

Dr. Capers’s Statement. 

“In the month of May, 1857, I came to 
Atlanta, a young physician, just graduated 
from the South Carolina Medical college, at 
Charleston. I was introduced to the facul- 
ty of the Atlanta Medical college as the 
assistant demonstrator of anatomy, Dr. 
Wilson being then the demonstrator. 

“Subsequently I became prosector to the 
professor of anatomy, Dr. Henry Brown, 
and also prosector to the professor of 
surgery, Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland. 

‘“‘Much impressed with the eloquence and 
instructive lectures of. the professor of 
chemistry, Dr. Alexander Means, I follow- 
ed his course with much interest, taking 
notes whenever I was privileged to attend 
them. Especially interesting were the lec- 
tures of Dr... Means on the subject of elec- 
tricity, to which he devoted more time than 
to any other branch of the science he 
taught. 

“I distinctly remember that during the 
Summer of 1857, Dr. Means delivered a 
public lecture in the old city hall.of At- 
lanta upon the general subject of electrici- 
ty, at which were present many well- 
known citizens besides the students of the 
medical college, and that in this lecture 
he announced that ‘light was but an ex- 
pression of electrical force.’ I have been 
quite anxious to fix the exact date on 
which this lecture occurred. To this end 
l tried to find the file of the Atlanta 
newspapers of the year 1856. These are not 
on deposit at the library, as I can find none 
earlier than the year 1867, Looking over an 
old notebook used by me while connected 
with the Atlanta Medical college, 1 find 
this entry under date of June 2, 1857: 

‘*T have reached my twenty-first birth- 
day, and have spent it at the Atlanta Medl- 
cal college, where I witnessed a ‘most re- 
markable demonstration of electricity as a 
luminating agency. This demonstration 
Was made by Dr. A. Means, profesosr of 
chemistry, to illustrate a lecture delivered 
by him in the city hall of Atlanta, 

‘“*The doctor had his lecture room dark- 
ened so that in it one was as if in the 
darkness of a moogmless and cloudy night. 
Over his table-was suspended a large glass 
globe, probably one foot or more in diam- 
Within this globe he had placed, 
suspend it, a large and long 
Opposite the lower end 
of this charcoal, two wires came in close 
contact with the coal. Near him was a 
large electrical machine, from which these 
Wires came, 

“When the current of electricity was 
strong enough, he turned it on to the wires 
and in a:very short time the charcoal be- 
gan to giow, and ultimately reached a 
white heat, emitting a light of the most 
dazzling brilhancy. 

‘Dr. Means is certainly an enthusiast 
as to the practicability of utilizing elec- 
tricity in various ways. In this lecture he 
announced that electricity could be ap- 
plied successfully as a motor power and 
prophesied that the day would come and 
Was not very remote when electricity 
wouid supplant steam and be used! in pro- 
petiing all machinery. I have never heard 
a lecturer who was more eloquent, and 
whose assertions were so positive, than 
Dr. Means when his mind is engaged with 
this favorite theme, electricity,’ 

“A few days later he announced in an- 
other lecture that the vital force of the 
human body was electrical and was gen- 
erated ‘by the gray matter of the brain.’ 

“I have no interest in making this state- 
ment other than to preserve the record 
of the ——. Dr. Means was the frst 
to call pubic attention to the practica- 
bility of using electricity in the movement 
of machinery and the first, I believe, who 
ever used electrical currents for illuminat- 
ing purposes. 

“At the time the doctor was regarded 
Visionary, but I have lived to see his most 
extreme assertions more than fulfilled.”

Her Visit Here Revives a Very 
Mysterious Crime

Mrs, Briley Consults an Attorney and 
Calls on City Detectives, 


HENRY BRILEY HAS BEEN MISSING AYEAR 


Mrs. Briley’s Visit Was Ostensibly To 
Look After the Estate—Consider- 
ed Impcrtant by Detectiyes. 

Will Murder Mystery 
Be Cleared? 


Mrs. Henry Briley, the daughter-in-law 
of Mr. and Mrs. William H. Briley, who 
were murdered in their store on the 27th 
of March, 1897. has been in the city for the 
past two or three days, ostensibly making 
some investigations about the property 
that the two old people left. 

Henry Briley has disappeared. For 
twelve months; his wife states, he has been 
missing, and his disappearance has lent a 
double mystery to one of the most foul, 
as well as most mysterious, murders that 
ever occurred in the city. 

The appearance of Mrs. 
in Atlanta, has revived the murder of 
more than two years ago. The city detec- 
tives have never ceased 0 work on the 
case, ang the coming of Henry Briley’s 
wife and the statement by her that her 
husband has disappeared, seems to furnish 
some new clew for the detectives to work 
upon and to give them some information 
which they have been wanting. 

Mrs. Henry Briley’s presence in Atlanta 
lust now seems to havea graver import 
han the detectives would have others be- 
lieve, 

An incident to the visit of Mrs. Briley 
is the investigation of Attorney Dan Roun- 
tree into the affairs of the estate of Wil- 
liam Briley and wife and this with the 
matters which have been taken up by the 
city detectives makes a very interesting 
chapter in the crime. 

Murder Two Years Ago. 

On Saturday night, March 27, 1897, Wil- 
liam Briley, his wife ang an unknown 
negro man were found dead in the Briley 
store, 75 Humphries street. Whether the 
negro had killed the aged couple and was 
killed himself was not known. It may 
have been that the murderers killed the 
olé man and woman and then killed the 
negro, who was a customer in the store, 
to keep h{m from becoming informer. The 
whole affair was wrapt in the deepest mys- 
tery. 

Henry N. Briley had formerly resided 
in Atlanta and was a ticket agent. He 
moved to a place near Gadsden, Ala., some 
months before the murder. He came [to 
Atlanta a few months after his father and 
stepmother were killed. He claimed he 
was away on a trin and had not heard of 
the affair before. 

The Estate of the Brileys. 

James Banks, the county administrator, 
had taken charge of the estate of the Bri- 
leys. The real and personal property was 
worth about $800. Henry Briley had been 
in Atlanta only a few days when he was 
charged with having forged three notes 
with the signature of James Banks, county 
administrator, and for this offense he wa: 
indicted. He left and that is the last that 
has been heard of him. 

While they did not talk it much, the city 
detectives had some very serious suspicions 
about Henry Briley and his every move- 
ment was watched when he was in At- 
lanta,.

She Consults a Lawyer. 

Mrs. Henry Briley arrived in the city 
on an excursion train three days ago ani 
stopped at Folsom’s hotel. She called upon 
Attorney Rountree ang asked him to look 
into the estate of ‘her husband’s father and 
stepmother. The lawyer did so and told 
her he had agscertuined that the estate 
brought something like $800 and had been 
divided between Henry Briley and Mrs 
Briley’s three sisters. Henry had receivet 
all of his portion wtth the exception of 
about $30. He advised her to let the matter 
drop and she did so, saying she would re- 
turn to her home near Gadsden. 

She Called on the Detectives. 

Mrs. Briley is a pretty woman, but very 
delicate. She called upon the city detec- 
tives while here, and from what can be 
learned the detectives obtained some very 
important evidence in the murder case, 
but just what that was is not known. 

That the detectives regard Mrs. Brilevy's 
visit to Atlanta as a very important matter 
to them in their work upon the Briley 
murder is believeq by all who have kept 
up with the affair. The detectives, how- 
ever, decline to talk, but some new and 
probably startling developments are looked 
for in the murder investigation. 

Will the Mystery Be Cleared? 

Mrs. Briley says she has never seen 
her husband since he left their home in 
Alabama to come to Atlanta to see about 
the estate. She says she does not know 
where he is and that he hag never com- 
municated with her since his departure. 

It may be that H@nry Briley is only 
keeping out of the way on account of the 
forgery matter; or it may be that the 
city detectives connect his disappearance 
in a very material way with the clews 
they now have in hand and which they 
believe wil eventually lead to the clearing 
up of the murder mystery.

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PAYMENT OF FINE INOLD CASE

Interesting Legal Point Brouglit Up 
in the Police Court. 


DEFENDANT HAD GIVEN BOND 


His Attorney Held That Security Was 
Liable for Old Fine—Defense 
Claimed Defendant Liable. 


A ease of much interest was argued tn the 
police court yesterday afternoon, and the 
question was whether or not a defendant 
should pay an old fine which had been im- 
osed and which had been taken to a higher 
court. 

Two or three months ago Henry Coach- 
man, a negro, was arraigned in the recor- 
der’s court on the charge of doing business 
without a license. The recorder decided 
against Coachman and imposed a fine of 


$15.75. 

Coachman’s attorney, Mr. T. C. Battle, 
certioraried the case to the superior court 
on the ground that a conviction was illegal. 
The defendant gave a bond for $0, and 
Isaac S. Gibson, another negro, who owns 
property in the city, signed the bond. 
The superior court decided against Coach- 
man. 

Day before yesterday Coachman was re- 
arrested by License Inspector Hunter, and 
yesterday afternoon the case came up in the 
police court for adjustment. 

Mr. Battle stated to the court that under 
the law Coachman could not be forced to 
pay the old fine and could not be made to 
work out his sentence on the public streets, 
as he had a bondsman and that security was 
liable for the amount of the bouid. 

John Cox represented Gibson, and he said 
that the effort to unload on Gibson was 
wrong and illegal. 

“Coachman has beer. convicted and fined,” 
said Mr. Cox, “and be Ts now in the custody 
of the police. Ufder the law he can be 
forced to pay the fine, as the superior court 
has decided against him, and if he does not 
pay the fine he can be made to serve his 
thirty days in the city chaingang. In the 
second place, my client, Gibson, is insolvent. 
His property is mortgaged and there is a 
judgment against him in the sheriff’s office 
of $5300 for a bond which he signed and 
which was declared forfeited.’’ 

Mr. Battle contended that only the bonds- 
man was responsible to the recorder’s court 
and that the city should first proceed 
against the bondsman, and if the money 
could not be collected in that way, then 
Coachman could be arrested and held Hable. 

Recorder. Broyles decided that the city 
could do either, at its option, and now that 
the defendant was in court he would de- 
mand the payment of the old fine. 

Coachman was given a few days in which 
to raise the amount of the fine, and he will 
take out the license required of him by the 
city.

Important Case Argued im Sapreme 


Court Today. 


THE CONSTITUTION CONSTRUED 


Judge Eve Is Commissioner of Roads 
and Revenues. 


The Leading Attorneys of Augusta 
Are Engaged in the Case Be- 
fore Court. 

The case of Jacob Phinizy and H. B. 
King against William F. Eve, involving 
one of the most important constitutional 
questions that the supreme court has been 
culled upon to settle, will be heard in that 


court this morning. Representing one side 
or the other of the contention are the most 


prominent attorneys at the Augusta bar, 
and there is every indication that a de- 
termined fight will be made before the 
court. 

Judge William F. Eve is looked upon as 
one of the ablest jurists in the state and 
for number of years has held the posi- 
tion of judge of the county court of Rich- 
mond. In addition to this office, by leg- 
islative enactment in 1586 the juége of the 
county courts of the state were made ex- 
officio county commissioner of roads and 
revenues with the duty to levy all taxes 
in the county. 

The petitioners, Jaeob Phinizy and H. 
B. King, at the last term of the Richmond 
superior court brought against Judge Eve 


quo warranto proceedings, calling upon him 
to show cause why he should not be oust- 
ed from the office of commissioner of roads 
and revenues. In their petition the pe- 
titioners allege that Judge Eve in discharg- 


ing the duties of commissioner of roads 
and revenues is performing a _ function 
that belongs to the legislative branch of 


the government and that this is in direct 


Violation of the constitution of the state. 
Article 1, paragraph 323, of the constitu- 
tion says: 


The legislative, judicial and executive 
powers shall forever remain separate 
and distinct. and persons discharging 
the duties of one shall not at the same 
time exercise the functionségof either of 
the others, except as herein provided. 
The petitioners further claim that the 

foregoing paragraph of the. constitution 
is wholly null and void and that it is 
in conflict with article section 3, and 
paragraph 1, of the constitution. 

It is alleged by the petition that under 
the general law of Georgia, jurisdiction 
over county matters now usurped by the 
judge of the county is vested in the or- 
dinary of each county and not in the 
judge.

Thornton’s Sentence Commuted by Order 


TO DIE ON GALLOWS 


of Governor Candler. 
SUMTER MAN HAS FRIENDS 


Evidence Was Shown of His Wife’s 
Conduct Toward Him. 


PARDON BOARD MAKES RECOMMENDATION 


The Jury and Prosecutor and a Nunm- 
ber of Prominent Citizens Peti- 
tioned for Clemency. 


Wil} Thornton, the Sumter county mur- 
derer who was sentenced to die on the 
gallows tomorrow, will escape the death 


penalty and instead spend the remainder 
of his life in the penitentiary. 

Upon the recommendation of the pardon 
board that the sentence of Will Thornton 
be commuted Governor Candler yesterday 
afternoon took the matter up and ordered 
that the death penalty be commuted to life 
imprisonment. A number of urgent peti- 
tions asking for a commutation of 
have been received from the most 
nent citizens in Sumter and Terrell coun- 
ties, including the majority of the men on 
the trial jury, the foreman of the grand 
jury that brought the indictment and the 


sentence 
promi- 


prosecutor in the trial. 
The case was one of the most pecuiiar 
ever tried in Sumter county. Thornton 


pleaded guilty to killing his wife, or to the 
overt act that resulted in her death. The 
man was recognized one of the most 
peaceable and law-abiding citizens in tne 
community, while his wife had a vicious 
and violent disposition. It was shown by 
witnesses on the stand that Armstrong's 
body was covered for the greater part of 
the time with sears resulting from wounds 
inflicted by his better half. While in ons 
of her mad fits Thornton became enraged 
himself at her treatment and picking up a 
brick struck her a blow on the head. The 
lick was a terrible one and the woman was 
Knocked off an embankment and landed on 
her back. Whether death was produced 
from the fall or from the biow inflicted 
with the brick was never determined be- 
fore the jury. Thegreater part of the evi- 
dence showing the violent disposition of 
Thornton’s wife was not admissible in 
court, and for that reason, it is believed, 
the jury returhed a verdict of murder 
without recommendation to mercy. 

The facts in the case have been submit- 
ted accurately to the pardon board and 
yesterday afternoon the board recommend- 
ed to Governor Candler that the sentence 
of death be commuted to life imprison- 
ment. 

Following is the order which holds up 
the sentence of the court and consigns Will 
Thornton to the penitentiary for life: 

State of Georgia, Executive Office, 

Atlanta, June 1, 1899~In re, Will Thorn- 

ton, Application for Executive Clem- 

ency: The applicant, Will Thornton, 
was convicted at the November term, 

1898, of the superior court of Sumter 

county, of the crime of murder and 

sentenced to death. 
The prison commission having had 
under consideration an application 


as 


executive clemency in behalf of the 
above named applicant, recommend 
commutation to imprisonment in the 


penitentiary for life for the following 
reasons: 

Evidence of certain facts and clr- 
cumstances attending the killing, which 
was inadmissible under strict rules and 
was therefore excluded from the jury, 
has been presented to the prison com- 
mission, and clearly shows that the 
penalty of death should not be inflicted 
on this applicant for the crime he com- 
mitted. This evidence shows that the 
killing occurred after aggravated and 
continued provocations. Doubt also ap- 
pears of a purpose to kill in striking 
the blow, and also whether the blow 
was the direct cause of death. The 
slayer was a peaceable and reputable 
man, while the party killed was of 
violent disposition. Recommendations 
for executive clemency have been signed 
by a majority of the trial jurors, the 
foreman of the grand jury, the prose- 


cutor, several county officials and a 
large number of the intelligent, law- 
abiding and representative citizens of 


Sumter and Terrell counties. 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing 
recommendation of the prison commis- 
sion, it is 


Ordered, That the sentence of death 
imposed upon the said Will Thornton 


be and the same is hereby commuted to 
imprisonment in the peniteniary for 
life.
